S O. 953(E) .—"Whereas the Central Government 
is of opinion that for the conservation and develop¬ 
ment of minerals in India, it is necessary to collect 
as precise information as possible with regard t* 
ihc northern continuity of the copper mineralisation 
at the north of the Ingladhalu mines Chitradurga 
sulphide belt and to test geophysical anomalies tor 
copper and gold bearing sulphide lode between 
Namlipura and fampannahatti in or under the 
areas specified in the Table annexed hereto;
